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SECTION 1: Background and General Information

Project Background

In May 2010, the U.S. Department of Energy issued 25 awards nationally through the competitive Energy
Efficiency and Conservation Block Grant (EECBG) Retrofit Ramp-Up stimulus initiative (how known as
the BetterBuildings Initiative). A regional collaboration led by the Chicago Metropolitan Agency for
Planning (CMAP) — in partnership with the City of Chicago Department of Environment, with support from
the City of Rockford and suburban and regional stakeholders — was awarded $25 million to transform the
market for carrying out energy-efficient retrofits to commercial and residential buildings in northeastern
lllinois.

The objective of the Chicago Region Retrofit Ramp-up (CR3) program is to build a comprehensive energy
retrofit program which includes strategies to build a sustainable business model to aggressively retrofit
commercial, industrial, and residential buildings across northeastern lllinois. CR3 accelerates the existing
Chicago Climate Action Plan implementation strategy and the Chicago Energy Efficiency Building Retrofit
Strategy, across the metropolitan Chicago region including Rockford, leveraging significant existing
resources and program components from partners, financial institutions and utility companies. The
implementation of the CR3 is further integrated into the region’s comprehensive plan, GO TO 2040. Over
the three-year grant period, the project is expected to retrofit as many as 8,000 units, leverage more than
$500 million in local investments, and create more than 2,000 jobs.

About the Chicago Region Retrofit Steering Committee

The Chicago Region Retrofit Steering Committee’s mission is to align missions and leverage resources,
both technical and financial, to ensure that CR3 is fully implemented and obtains maximum impact. The
Steering Committee plays a lead role in program development and strategic planning, proposal review &
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selection, reviewing progress and performance monitoring and making recommendations for corrective
action. Membership currently includes leaders from ComEd, Peoples/North Shore Gas, Nicor, lllinois
Department of Commerce and Economic Opportunity (DCEQ), lllinois Science and Technology Coalition,
CEDA, the Northern lllinois Energy Project, CMAP, and the Cities of Chicago and Rockford.

About the CR3 Program

The CR3 program initiates and manages program development, deployment, ongoing consultation, and
evaluation of the necessary elements of a successful regional retrofit strategy. During the initial three year
grant period funded by the U.S. Department of Energy, the CR3 program will retrofit at least 8,000 units,
leverage more than $500 million in local investments, and create more than 2,000 jobs.

Through a series of RFP’s to be issued later, CMAP anticipates contracting with a number of contractors
to deploy various components of the CR3 program (in addition to this application) for the CR3 Project in
three areas: (1) Information System (2) Finance Vehicles and (3) Workforce Intermediary. CMAP has the
ultimate responsibility for assuring that the program is in full compliance with federal regulations,
however, CMAP has contracted with CNT Energy to serve as the implementation agency, and will be
responsible to CMAP for day-to-day management of sub-recipients, oversight of data collection, program
reporting, and ARRA compliance with all program sub-recipients. CNT Energy will serve as lead liaison
for the CR3 program, responsible for the day-to-day communications with all CR3 sub-recipients,
including but not limited to, local program administrators within this application for approval. The local
program administrators chosen to lead the activities in this application will be accountable to both CNT
Energy and CMAP for all reporting and accounting procedures.

The CR3 program strategy includes three primary areas of work:

1. Access to comprehensive information;
2. Functional finance tools; and
3. Access to atrained workforce

Statement of Purpose

The Multi-Unit Retrofit Loan Improvement Program aims to complement affordable housing preservation
initiatives taking place across the region by reducing energy costs in Multi-Unit buildings. The Multi-Unit
Retrofit Improvement Loan program is intended to specifically target low and moderate income (up to
80% of AMI) residential building units through aligning retrofit activities with existing housing rehabilitation
projects administered through participating jurisdictions with CDBG and/or HOME dollars. CR3 believes
that administering a loan program to buildings already enlisted in a rehabilitation program will greatly
reduce transaction costs and can be an effective delivery mechanism of energy retrofit activities,
particularly, in the Multi-Unit/ low and moderate income sector. By layering energy efficiency loans onto
existing construction work, the program hopes to encourage additional investment in energy efficiency
that will achieve greater energy savings over the long term.

EECBG funds shall not be used to supplant or replace existing state, ratepayer or other funding streams,
but will be used to supplement those programs in order to maximize the total additional energy-related
benefits resulting from the program.

The selected local program administrators will be responsible for the daily management of Multi-Unit
Retrofit Improvement Loan program administration, assuring that all objectives are met, and that program
progress is continually communicated to CNT Energy and CMAP. As this program will be funded through
an ARRA grant from the US Department of Energy, the selected local program administrators may also
be called on to meet with representatives from the Federal government performing monitoring functions.

Services include:
e Develop, deploy, manage and evaluate all key components of a Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan

Program in accordance with ARRA and EECBG, and in coordination with existing CDBG or HOME
Multi-Unit rehabilitation programs.
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Loan origination and administration.

Oversight of all retrofit activity including contractor selection and management.

Recruiting and enrollment of building owners into loan program.

Reporting and compliance with the requirements of all applicable Federal, State and local laws,
codes, regulations.

Applicants should also demonstrate the staff capacity and experience in managing federal compliance

and monitoring requirements of retrofit activities through the American Reinvestment and Recovery Act
particularly in terms of compliance and reporting, including Davis-Bacon, National Historic Preservation
Act, National Environmental Protection Act and Buy American provisions.

CR3 is funded for a three year period that began on May 18, 2010. All funds in the program must be
allocated to specific projects within 18 months, by November 18, 2011, and expended by the end of the
program period on May 18, 2013. Over the three-year period, the entire CR3 project is expected to
retrofit as many as 8,000 units, leverage more than $500 million in local investments, and create more
than 2,000 jobs.

Up to $1.25 million will be made available for the Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program of the
Chicago Region Retrofit Ramp-Up of which CMAP anticipates making ongoing awards until all funds are
obligated and expended no later than May 13, 2013. Under the CR3 Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan
Program, a maximum of $2,500 per unit retrofit will be permitted. The goal of this program is to add
energy efficiency measures to existing building rehab projects using a “pipeline” approach to identify
projects that will be completed in early 2011. Interested local program administrators must respond to all
of the requirements outlined below.

Section 2 describes these potential services and related products in greater detail. Applicants in response
to this invitation and application should demonstrate their ability to fully accomplish the scope of services
described below.

This is an opportunity to substantially shape our region’s energy consumption patterns for decades to
come, and the selected program administrators should have a strong commitment to delivering high-
guality services and products that help achieve the program’s goal of transforming the energy retrofit
market and managing a successful Loan Program for affordable Multi-Unit buildings. As local housing
experts, the selected program administrators are encouraged to actively promote the larger CR3 regional
retrofit strategy beyond this loan program.

The U.S. Department of Energy has issued guidance on EECBG Finance Programs titled, “Guidance for
Energy Efficiency and Conservation Block Grant Grantees on Financing Programs” with an effective date
of August 10, 2010. Awardees of the Multi-Unit Loan Program must adhere to all program notices issued
by the U.S. Department of Energy applicable to the EECBG program including any future amendments.

General Information

As a result of responses to this application for approval, CMAP plans to review submissions and, if
necessary, conduct interviews with selected applicants it determines can best meet the requirements
outlined below. Subject to “Reservation of Rights” below negotiations will be held as necessary to select
participants that CMAP believes can best satisfy its requirements.
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SECTION 2: Scope of Project and Procurement Details

Project Background

The CR3 Project Partners are seeking eligible units of local government to act as local program
administrators of the Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program of the Chicago Region Retrofit Ramp-
Up (CR3) program and promote program goals. Under this program, loans may be made to increase
building energy efficiency by adding the following measures to a building rehab project:

installation of insulation

installation of efficient lighting

heating, venting, and air conditioning (HVAC) and high-efficiency shower/faucet upgrades;
air sealing;

the purchase and installation of ENERGY STAR appliances;

installation of solar powered or conventional garbage compacters with improved efficiency;

The CR3 project partners are looking for applicants to fulfill two roles: local program administrator and
the lender. Both roles may be filled directly by the unit of local government or in partnership with a lender
(banks, savings and loans, credit unions, CDFIs, and mortgage companies). Eligible local program
administrators include CDBG or HOME participating jurisdictions with established affordable Multi-Unit
rehab programs. Local program administrators must be the lead applicant and can identify lenders as
partners, within this application. Any eligible state or local government currently implementing CDBG and
HOME funds as approved by CMAP that can demonstrate competency in credit underwriting,
administration and monitoring of federal funds for multi-family rehab will be considered.

“Lenders” must be able to demonstrate knowledge of and competence in credit underwriting, loan
originations and closings, completion and recording of legal documents including mortgages and notes,
and meeting requirements for program data transmittal and reporting. Eligible Lenders can include but
are not limited to the following: local government, banks, savings and loans, credit unions, CDFIs, and
mortgage companies.

Local program administrators and partner lenders should propose the lending product (forgivable loan,
revolving loan funds, and interest rate buy-downs, for example) that best meets the local jurisdiction’s
retrofit needs. Local program administrators will be awarded Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan
Program dollars on a project-by-project basis through a ‘Reservation of Funds Request’ process. Upon
approval by CMAP, funds will be reserved and project loans must be closed within 90 days of the reserve
fund approval. If closing does not occur within 90 days, the funds will be unreserved. Funds will be paid
out to local program administrators by CMAP no more than 15 days prior to loan closing or acceptance by
local government. Loan origination, oversight, and/or servicing fees cannot exceed five percent of per
loan amount.

The Applications for Approval are due to CMAP on December 3, 2010 no later than 3:00 p.m. The
submission requirements are described below and include a description of organizational capacity and
the pipeline of projects. This is the only time that local program administrators will be selected.

Also due on December 3, 2010, if ready for submittal, is the first round of “Reservation of Fund
Requests”. If all funds are not expended from this first round submittal, subsequent funding
determinations will be made only to local program administrators approved in this ITP and will be on a
rolling basis until all funds are expended. CMAP reserves the right to fund Reservation of Funds Request
in whole or part.



Project Timeline
The process for reserving and utilizing funds is as follows:

1.) Complete Application for Approval as Local Program Administrator: Due December 3, 2010. All
eligible applicants interested in participating in this program must complete and submit an
application for approval as local program administrator by December 3" regardless if funds will be
requested at this time.

2.) Submit Request for Reservation of Funds: First round due December 3, 2010 for project
requests where loans will be closed within 90 days of the contract approval (estimated to be
February 24" —see 4. below) and then on rolling basis for approved local program administrators
until all program funds are expended.

3.) Notification of approval of local program administrator and initial reserve funding: Estimated
CMAP Board Approval : January 12, 2011.

4.) Sign contracts as local program administrators: Estimated by February 24, 2011. Contracts with
local program administrators must be finalized and signed within 75 days of CMAP Board
approval.

5.) Originate Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loans within 90 days of approved funding requests by
CMAP and the local jurisdiction. Funds will be paid out to local program administrators by CMAP
no more than 15 days prior to loan closing.

Geographic Service Area

Local Program Administrator application submittals must describe the areas in which they will administer
the Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program. The selected units of local government will develop,
administer and deploy all key elements of the Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program product
within their jurisdictional boundaries. Activities must take place within the seven-county (Cook, DuPage,
Kane, Kendall, Lake, McHenry, and Will) metropolitan Chicago region and/or the City of Rockford. The
selected local program administrators will report directly to CNT Energy, under the ultimate supervision of
CMAP.

Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program Administration

Scope of Services

Approved local program administrators are expected to serve as the lead administrator of the Multi-Unit
Retrofit Improvement Loan Program, responsible for the delivery of low cost retrofits to Multi-Unit units
already being rehabbed within a specified jurisdiction. The local program administrators will be
responsible for general program and administration of the program. Tasks include:

e Develop, deploy, manage and evaluate all key components of a Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan
Program in accordance with ARRA and EECBG, and in coordination with existing CDBG or HOME
Multi-Unit rehabilitation programs.

e Development of energy efficiency measures targeting Multi-Unit affordable housing rehab units that
are receiving, have applied for, or will apply for funding from participating jurisdictions rehabilitation
program that would have otherwise not included additional energy efficiency measures. Funds cannot
be applied to projects where construction has been complete.

e Develop forms for use in loan application process, loan disbursement and reporting.

e Manage loan portfolio, execute loan agreements, and ensure timely loan payments.

e Partner with financial institutions (where appropriate) to underwrite low- cost loan products and terms
to Multi-Unit building owners for retrofit activities.

e Maximize the number retrofits conducted by taking advantage of lower transaction costs through
retrofitting units in Multi-Unit affordable housing residential buildings that are already partaking in
rehabilitation activities through HOME or CDBG programs.

e Coordinate the timely and efficient expenditure of CR3 program funds spending.

e Engage in the dialogue about the benefits of an energy efficiency retrofit in the Multi-Unit affordable
housing sector and the efficiencies of adding energy efficiency measures to existing rehab programs.

e Ensure all funds are used for the express purpose of the federal EECBG BetterBuildings Initiative
approved activities.



Oversight of all retrofit activity including contractor selection and management

e |dentify and contract with energy efficiency contractors.

e Ensure the delivery of quality retrofits and assure that contractors meet appropriate local certifications
standards, and codes.

e Submit and report on quality assurance/quality control plan for all retrofit activities (this may be an
existing plan). If applicant does not have an existing plan or capacity to inspect retrofit activity, CNT
Energy can assist.

Recruiting and enrollment of building owners into loan program

o Verify that applicants, activities and projects selected for loans comply with ARRA requirements and
income requirements.

e Outreach and recruitment of owners, creation of loan documents, conduct credit checks, and creation
of list of cost effective energy measures.

e Aggressively market the loan fund to Multi-Unit building owners partaking in other rehabilitation
activities through CDBG or HOME funded programs.

e Provide a due diligence process on existing program portfolio to ensure that project are viable (that
construction will be completed within the proposed timeframe).

e Resolve building owner/program participant issues.

Reporting and compliance with the requirements of all applicable Federal, State and local laws,

codes, regulations

e Compliance with the requirements of all applicable Federal, State and local laws, codes, regulations,
DOE policy and Guidance, and instructions within this request for proposals, unless relief has been
granted by the DOE and CMAP. The grantee shall ensure flow down of the requirements of
applicable Federal, State, and local laws, regulations, DOE policy and guidance and instructions in
the RFP to sub-recipients at any tier to the extent necessary to ensure compliance with the
requirements.

e Enter data into CR3 reporting software.

e Ensure that all grant sub-recipients and/or vendors are in compliance with ARRA guidelines and that
reporting requirements are met.

¢ Provide the implementation agency monthly and quarterly progress reports and recommend
corrective courses of action when needed.

e Data collection of all required Better Buildings documentation to be determined by the U.S.
Department of Energy from CR3 sub-recipients and vendors including but not limited to:
o Job Creation and retention (including number, type and duration).
o Energy use and demand savings
o Renewable energy capacity and generation
o Carbon Emission reduction

e Loan Portfolio data collection including but not limited to:
o Number of loan applications received

Number and dollar amount of loans provided

Summary of upgrades/construction loan fund will be used for

Loan and interest payments received

Administrative costs incurred

In addition, the local program administrators shall ensure that in the period between project approval and
project construction completion, they shall complete and provide to CNT Energy a report at the beginning
of each month. The report shall include information on the progress in completing the energy project, its
most-current estimate for time of project completion, what proportion of the loan award has been
disbursed in the quarter and total to date, and any notable problems or changes in the project since
approval such as construction delays or cost overruns. Failure to submit the monthly reports may result
in corrective action by CMAP.

Funds will be awarded to local program administrators on an ongoing project-by-project basis until all
funds are obligated and expended. Reservations of Fund Requests by selected local program
administrators are due to CMAP on a rolling basis until all funds are expended.

EVALUATION AND AWARD PROCESS

All applications submitted in response to this ITP will be reviewed and analyzed for completeness and the
expertise in performing the scope of work requested. Local program administrator applications will be
approved based on the evaluation criteria outlined below. Reserve funds will then be approved using the
same criteria in addition to project readiness as evidenced in the request for reserve funds, and any
applicable demonstrated performance in the program.

1. Statement of Need
Based on description of the multi-unit housing stock in local jurisdiction and retrofit needs including any
associated energy efficiency plans or goals.

2. Demonstrated Experience
Based on demonstration of required skills and experience including history of operating affordable multi-

unit housing rehab programs with minimum of three projects completed; capacity of staff or lending
partner to underwrite loans, oversee construction and authorize payments.

3. Oversight and Monitoring
Based on demonstrated experience and capacity to oversee and monitor construction and energy

efficiency activity including meeting all ARRA reporting requirements and compliance (Davis Bacon,
NHPA, NEPA, etc.), building monitoring and verification. Demonstrated capacity in administration and
monitoring of federal funds for multi-family rental housing including plan for compliance monitoring.

4. Soundness of Approach & Project Readiness
Based on loan Structure and Terms. Soundness of approach, including structure and terms of the loans,

eligible borrowers, eligible projects, expected tenors and terms, underwriting guidelines, interest rate and
proposed loan terms. Sufficient evidence as demonstrated in project summaries that projects are ready
to proceed and loans can be closed within 90 days

5. Leverage, Impact & Energy Savings
The CR3 Project Partners will evaluate applicants using leverage and impact criteria for the Multi-Unit
Retrofit Improvement Loan Program. The main purpose of these criteria is to assure that CR3 funds are
used in the most effective manner possible.
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Not all applications to the Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program will meet each of the criteria, but
applications that demonstrate an effort to address these criteria will be more favorably reviewed by
CMAP. Examples provided below are explanatory only—they are not an exhaustive list of what qualifies.

Leverage

Leverage: an assessment of resources, third party or in-kind, that will be used to achieve the overall goal
preserving the affordable Multi-Unit housing stock by reducing energy costs through public and private
means. Examples of Leverage that may be:

e In-kind support

e Coordination with other local housing initiatives

e Coordination with other local service improvements

e Gaining private sector funding that would not normally be available for housing initiatives
e CDBG and/or HOME funds

Impact

The CR3 project partners are looking to local program administrators to identify ways in which the Multi-
Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program can enhance local efforts to improve and preserve the existing
affordable housing stock through reducing energy costs. Examples of impact that may be possible with
Multi-Unit Retrofit Improvement Loan Program are:

e Housing units preserved

Alignment with comprehensive community and/or housing plans

Proximity to transit, jobs or other amenities that can result in substantial housing cost savings
Contribution to community stabilization activities

Create spin-off private investment in construction

Reduction of housing cost burden through energy efficiency measures

Jobs created

SECTION 3: Submittal Requirements

Applications must be received at CMAP on or before 3:00 p.m. December 3, 2010

Submissions need not be lengthy, but they must be complete in responding to the ITP's major
themes and be submitted in the order presented:

A. Executive Summary (no more than one page) Include a brief overview of the proposal including
identification of the primary applicant with any additional firms, i.e., lender that are part of the
proposals.

B. Submit the “Application for Approval as Local Program Administrator Form”, Attachment 1.

C. The respondent shall also sign and submit the “Reservation of Funds Request”, Attachment 2 if
they have projects ready for funding in the first round of funding.

D. The respondent shall also sign and submit the “Certificate Regarding Workers’ Compensation
Insurance,” Attachment 3.



Submission of Applications

Three (3) paper copies of all applications as well as one (1) electronic version in PDF format on CD ROM
must be submitted no later than 3:00 p.m., December 3, 2010. Submissions must be in a sealed package
or envelope.

If any claim is brought against CMAP by third parties for alleged infringement of third-party patent
and copyright and intellectual rights, which claim is caused by breach of the Contractor’s promise
as contained in paragraph a of this clause, the Contractor shall save harmless and indemnify
CMAP from all loss, damage or expense (including attorney’s fees) due to defending CMAP from
such claim.

If the principal purpose of this Agreement is to create, develop or improve products, processes or
methods; or to explore into fields which directly concern public health, safety or welfare, or if the
Project is in a field of science or technology in which there has been little significant experience
outside of work funded by federal assistance; and any discovery or invention arises or is
developed in the course of or under this Agreement, such invention or discovery shall be subject
to the reporting and rights provisions of U.S. Office of Management and Budget Circular No. A-
102, and to the pertinent regulations of the grantor agency(ies) in effect on the date of execution
of this Agreement.

o Retrofits of existing buildings or facilities (residential, commercial, industrial, government,
academic) with energy efficient equipment. Many types of projects can fall into this category —
insulation, LED lighting, HVAC upgrades, weather sealing, ENERGY STAR appliances,
replacement of windows and doors, etc. — however, it probably would not include massive
expansions of buildings or facilities. For historic structures, it may be necessary that the retrofits
maintain the building’s historic character (e.g., replacement of windows and doors with
appropriate designs).
o Installation of small renewable energy sources located on existing buildings or existing facilities —
photovoltaics, wind turbines, solar thermal hot water, geothermal heat pumps, combined heat and
power systems. There are no bright lines here, but the following are some rough rules of thumb
as to what could be deemed to be small:
= Photovoltaics — appropriately sized units on existing rooftops and parking shade structures;
or 60kW systems or smaller installed on the ground within the boundaries of an existing
facility.

=  Wind turbines — 20kW or smaller.

= Solar thermal hot water — appropriately sized units for residences or small commercial
buildings.

= Geothermal heat pumps — 10 tons of capacity or smaller.

=  Geothermal power plants — 300kW or smaller (factors such as open or closed loop and fluid
type play a role).
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= Combined heat and power systems — systems sized to boilers appropriate to the buildings in
which they are located.

= Hydropower — because of the site-specific issues relating to hydropower systems and the fact
that they are rarely installed at the facility they serve, it is unlikely that they can be deemed
small without additional information.

o Individual systems larger than those above may be categorically excluded based on additional
information provided by the applicant regarding a specific installation. Very large renewable
energy systems (e.g., wind farms or district geothermal heat systems) that serve many customers
built on a green field site would definitely not fall within a categorical exclusion; nor would a large
facility comprising many small sources. Finally, installing any renewable energy system on a
historic structure could require further consideration under the National Historic Preservation Act
or other statutes.

o Energy efficient or renewable energy-powered emergency systems (lighting, cooling, heat,
shelter) installed in existing buildings and facilities.

o Alternative fueling tanks and systems installed on existing facilities (but not a large biorefinery);
purchase of alternative fuel vehicles.

o Financial incentive programs — rebates and energy savings performance contracts for existing
facilities or for energy efficient equipment, provided that the incentives are not so large that they
would be deemed to be grants that essentially create projects that would not otherwise exist. For
example, giving a wind farm that cost $100 million a sum of $50 million and calling it a rebate
would not fall within such a categorical exclusion; a 10% rebate on the purchase and installation
of energy-efficient windows would.
